HIGH SCHOOL EAST 
WING IS FINISHED 



Addition Was to Have Been 

Ready Earlier, But Was 

Delayed. 



CAFETERIA IS FEATURE 



The east wing of the Senior 
High School is reported ready for 
occupancy this week, with its new 
caffc'ceria, offices, storerooms, clos- 
ets and eight new classrooms. The 
wing was expected to be complet- 
ed by September, but many un- 
looked-for difficulties delayed 
Wills, Bill & Company, the gen- 
eral contractors. 

The west wing, planned to be 
ready by Christmas, has also been 
delayed; it is not known for a 
certainty if this will be ready for 
occupancy by the first of January, 
but the school directors have 
hopes. When the additions are 
completed, the Senior High School 
building, which was built in 1910. 
will enlarge its present capacity 
from 500 to between 800 and 1000 
students, and will equal the capa- 
city of the nearby Junior High. 

A boys' gymnasium, eight addi- 
tional classrooms, offices and an 
enlarged auditorium are included 
in the uncompleted west wing. 
The cost of the additions will be 
$325,797. 

The new cafeteria installed in 
the east wing opened this week, 
occupies its entire length, with 
kitchen and dishwashing rooms 
opening from it upon a court. The 
floor is of linoleum, the walls of a 
cheerful white brick.

New Budget of Council to 

Require No Increase 

Probably. 

iWILL CLOSE TEA ROOM 

The budget for 1927, on which 
the new tax rate will be based, 
was the most important piece of 
business to come before Council 
Monday night. While the exact 
amount to be spent has not been 
determined, nor the millage, it is 
felt that the budget will approxi- 
mate that of 1926, calling for the 
same 24 mill tax rate. 

Discussion of the budget was 
made by Council while in execu- 
tive session, at which time observ- 
ers were barred from the chamber. 
Full details will therefore not be 
available until final passage of the 
ordinances next month. 

The two bills, subject to correc- 
tion, were given first reading 
Monday night. The biggest ex- 
pense item next year will be that 
for Highway and Sewer mainte- 
nance, details of which appear in 
the report of the chairman, printed 
below.

As a result of 
the discussion, in which Senator 
Fletcher W. Stites offered legal 
advice, the Burgess was instructed 
to order the Tea Room to close. 

A new standing committee of 
Council was appointed in the form 
of a "Property Committee" whose 
duties shall include the supervis- 
ion of all Borough property. They * 
will work with the Recreation 
Board in the supervision of the 
two town-owned buildings on the 
Playground, and will act as the 
representatives of Council in all

Is Addressed by Psychology Expert 
on Child Guidance. 
On Monday evening in the 
Junior High School, Dr. Thaddeus 
L. Bolton, Professor of Psychol- 
ogy in Temple University, talked 
to 60 interested parents, teachers 
and friends of the Mothers' Coun- 
cil- stressing the fact that, since 
children inherit at least 40 per 
cent, of parent characteristics, it 
is the duty of parents to study 
the mirror of themselves in their 
own children . 

_ In his own inimitable way, Dr. 
Bolton pointed out that one does 
not have to look very far to be 
able to explain the "whyness" of 
some actions of one's children. The 
optimism of Dr. Bolton toward the 
ultimate outcome of humanity in 
general and of children in particular 
was most refreshing and most en- 
couraging to parents and teachers 
in this almost pessimistic age. 
Parents and teachers are to keep 
in mind the ever varying age 
activities of children, influenced 
greatly by individual inherited 
charactistics. 

Another thing that Dr. Bolton 
emphasized was that some chil- 
dren are not capable of absorbing 
book knowledge and that it is the 
duty of the school to find out what 
kind of education is suited to the 
child and then to work along those 
lines. It is likewise the duty of 
the school to be the best place 
for children to be in at all times. 

Both parents and teachers 
voiced their gratitude to Dr. Bol- 
ton for the generous gift of his 
time and experience in helping 
hem to a more sympathetic under- 
standing of children.

Fourteen persons, many of them 
widely known residents of the Main 
Line, were fined $14 each for "fast 
and reckless driving" by Magistrate 
Stillwagon at the Ardmore police 

station last Friday nigh t. 

. Expensive limousines were lined 
up in an imposing array in front of 
the station house, as many of those 
who received summonses appeared 
in person or sent their chauffers. 

The summonses were sent as the 
result of a police campaign against 
speeding during the past week in 
the 15-mile zone along Bryn Mawr 
avenue, Bala. 

Among those who paid fines are : 
James M. Willcox, "Camp Woods 
by Ithan," Villanova; Mrs. Cora 
Baird Jeanes, Devon; Wheeler H. 
Page, "Willowbrook Farm," Paoli; 
Mrs. Amy F. Okie Browning, Old 
Lancaster road, Devon ; Mrs. Mar- 
garet Keen Butcher, Llanfair and 
Wister roads, Ardmore ; Harvey T. 
Sayen, "Roseleigh," Bowman and 
Montgomery avenues, Merion ; Mrs. 
Anna Williams Dreer, Roberts road, 
Rosemont, and A. Edward Newton, 
"Croydon," Daylesford. 

The last three named sent their 
chauffeurs to answer the charges. 

In addressing the assembled mo- 
torists at the beginning of the hear- 
ing Magistrate Stillwagon explain- 
ed that residents along Bryn Mawr 
avenue had sent complaints that the 
50-foot highway was being made a 
speedway by motorists. 

"We have received letters and 
telephone calls concerning the speed- 
ing along this thoroughfare," said 
the magistrate, "and we sent out 
motorcycle policemen with instruc- 
tions to break it up. People who 
live along the street declare their 
children are afraid to cross because 
of the speeding cars. We are de- 
termined that this speeding shall 
stop." 

The motorists were then arraign- 
ed one by one and all fined similar 
amounts, $10 and costs. 

Mrs. Butcher, although paying 
the fine, protested her innocence to 
Magistrate Stillwagon. 

"I do not plead guilty to fast and 
reckless driving," she said. "I was 
sitting in the rear seat with my 
daughter and we were not going fast 
or breaking any laws." 

"Who was driving your car?" 
asked the magistrate. 

Mrs. Butcher explained that Jul- 
ius Hamilton, colored butler, was 
at the wheel. 

"Well, how fast were you going, 
Julius?" Magistrate Stillwagon ask- 
ed the butler. 

"I guess about 30 miles an hour," 
said Julius. 

"That's just what the officer testi- 
fied," said the magistrate. "He said 
you were going 30 to 35 miles an 
hour in a 15-mile speed limit zone. 
The fine is $10 and costs." 

The motorcycle policeman gave 
similar testimony against all of the 
others, declaring some of the cars 
passed other vehicles at intersec- 
tions. 

Bryn Mawr avenue is the main 
outlet from Fairmount Park for 
motorists going over to Montgomery 
avenue and is used by hundreds of 
motorists between the Main Line 
towns and the city. Several months 
ago a man was killed by a motor 
car on this street and residents sign- 
ed a petition asking the Board of 
Commissioners and Superintendent 
of Police Smith to take some kind 
of action to break up. speeding. 

THE KISSING CUSTOM 

Since the Christian era, mistletoe 
has been dedicated to Christmas 
time. With it went the custom of 
kissing under the white-berried 
plant, probably a survival of the 
saturnalia of pagan rites. 
' But the Christian elders decided 
that when the churches Were decor- 
ated with mistletoe, there was too 
much kissing going on - during the 
services and too many requests for 
the wedding service. 

So they abolished mistletoe and 
hung up in its stead holly, to signi- 
fy the dark monotony and many 
thorns of matrimony. But the mis- 
tletoe stayed in the homes at Christ- 
mas, and so did the kissing custom. 

It is bad luck for a maiden to 
stand under the mistletoe and not be 
kissed. It means that she will not 
be married that year.

On November 23, acting under in- 
structions which the president gave at 
the November meeting, this committee 
placed in the hands of the chairman 
of the Finance Committee the follow- 
ing summary of our budget require- 
ments for 1927:

We will be glad to discuss all of the 
detailed items by which these amounts 
were determined with the members of 
Council and we shall very much ap- 
preciate the interested advice and com- 
ments which any councilman may care 
to make on the 1927 highway pro- 
gram as we have outlined it. 

In accordance with the authority 
granted at the November meeting, this 
committee secured a written ruling 
from the borough solicitor, indicating 
that the borough would be entirely in- 
side all reasonable legal and moral 
rights if it should connect its inlet at 
the corner of Forrest and Haverford 
avenues with the old 12-inch sewer 
pipe in the bed of Haverford avenue. 
Therefore, on December 1 the chair- 
man of this committee notified all 
abutting property owners that this con- 
nection would be made on January 1 
and warned them to take whatever pre- 
caution seemed to them to be neces- 
sary in order to prevent water from 
backing up through any connections 
which they might have from their cel- 
lars into the old 12-inch sewer pipe. 
Mr. Robert J. Nash has written a 
formal protest against this proposed 
procedure and has indicated that he 
would hold the borough responsible 
for any water damage which might de- 
velop in the basement of his property 
at- the corner of Forrest and Haverford 
avenues. We have every reason to be- 
lieve that Mr. Nash's property at that 
point is not connected with the old 
12-inch sewer pipe at all. 
' Last Friday evening Mr. Ralph S. 
Dunne, representing the Merchants' 
Association, appeared before the com- 
mittee meeting of Council to protest 
in the name of other property owners 
-against this connection and to urge the 
borough to lay an entirely new surface 
-water drain pipe throughout the entire 
business section of Haverford avenue 
instead of making connection with the 
old 12-inch pipe. There is included in 
our budget estimate an item of ap- 
proximately $4000 for a surface water 
sewer on Haverford avenue. It is our 
recommendation that if this proposal 
is included in the 1927 budget, the con- 
nection with the old 12-inch sewer 
might be postpone .1 without serious in- 
jury to the public interest. It would 
be our understanding, however, that 
this postponement was not to be in- 
terpreted in any way as an abrogation 
of the borough's right to connect with 
the 12-inch sewer pipe whenever it saw 
fit, nor of the possibility of making use 
of the old 12-inch sewer pipe as a part 
of a complete system of surface water 
drainage for the business district. 

On December 4 bills for the recent 
resurfacing of Wynnedale avenue were 
sent out to the abutting property own- 
ers. The total cost of this work 
amounted to $2,823.34, of which the 70 
per cent, to be paid by the borough 
amounts to $1,976.27 and the 30 per 
cent, to be paid by the property own- 
ers amounts to $847.07. From the bor- 
ough's amount can be subtracted the 
$500 previously contributed ' for that 
purpose by Mr.: A. C. Shand, Jr., mak- 
ing the borough's net total cost of this 
improvement $1,476.27.

greeting as an expression of neigh- 
borliness to the passerby. These 
loyal home folks responded to a 
suggestion made in "Our Town," 
and the first silent salutation took 
the form of a single candle placed 
in each window, visible to the street 
or streets near the individual's 
home. 

In 1916 115 homes had adopted 
the happy custom. And from the 
simple single candle form the salu- 
tation grew into geometric arrange- 
ments of candles displayed in every 
window of the house. One of the 
simpler of these arrangements was 
obtained by the use of two short 
candles and one tall candle, the tall 
candle being placed in the centre 
and the two short candles on either 
side of the tall one. 

The candle greeting is a very old 
custom in England, but is used in 
few places in the United States. 
Baltimore is one of the few large 
cities to consistently repeat the prac- 
tice year after year, while New 
England has been rapidly develop- 
ing a greater sentiment for this 
beautiful custom. 

Narberth has adopted the greeting 
as its own and each year has found 
it more widely practiced. So let us 
beat last year's record — let us add 
every newcomer to the list and half 
as many more. Better still, let's see 
to it that every occupied house 
shows at least one candle on the eve 
of December 24, and let's keep them 
burning until midnight. 

One caution — be careful of the 
curtains ! Year after year a bunch 
of over-practical fire-marshals cry 
out in horror at the custom of plac- 
ing candles in the windows. The 
fire marshals are right in trying to 
avoid property loss, but their minds 
all run in the same channels, they 
seem to recognize the general public 
as a bunch of low-grade idiots who 
lack the intelligence to put back the 
curtains, and fasten them back. 

If ordinary care is taken, and if 
no candles are left burning while 
the house in unoccupied, the danger 
is negligible. We have never yet 
had any trouble in Narberth from 
such a cause, and despite the fact 
that nearly every home nowjoins in, 
there is no reason to anticipate dan- 
ger. 

So let's all do our part, and if, in 
the bargain, the weather man, gives 
us snow, Narberth will be . a town 
worth inviting your friends to come 
out and see.

I reached out 
my hand to them and they grasped 
it with eager hands and words of 
love. I have a battle to fight each 
Thanksgiving day, each Christinas 
day, because one I love so well is 
missing, but I try to conquer the 
foe and be happy by making some 
on© else happy. The spirit of 
Christmas is not to give that we 
*nay get; something more valuable 
in .return, but to give and not ex- 
pect anything in return but love.
